VALEDICTORY 


Mr. Ward, Honoured Guests, Parents, Friends, and Fellow Graduates: 

Today has been to most of the citizens of Edmonton no more than an ordinary Friday 
morning, a work day which brought the same jobs to be done, the same people to be met. But for 
many of us here, May twelfth will remain an experience which will be considered one of our most 
significant life moments. 

The 1967 graduating class of Bonnie Doon is assembled in this auditorium tonight for the 
last time together.
